home clung to hope, gomo of them fo:* 
years— Hr the notion of the crew being 
wrecked on some out of the wa y islain 
was ea gerly adopted— and how in any i. 
heart wan broken by the intolorabl i 
suspense! A t last it was genera lly con 
eluded tha t the ship had collided with 
an iceberg and foundered. 
And now 
comes this terrible story, which, it is 
fortunate, wa s not conceived of when 
it would ha ve had the power to make 
those at hom e more niiseranlo. 
It is not to be forgotten, h iwevtr, 
that more tha n one story has been re­ 
cently written upon this subject— the 
capture and scuttling of a passenger 
steamer— and 
it seems 
more 
likely 
that they ha ve su ggested the idea b ein g 
adapted to the loss of the President than 
that a solita ry pirate should have re­ 
vealed such a long kept secret of the 
sea s.— London News.

the sands beneath its channel. The val­ 
ley, bounded everywhere to left and 
right by mountains or foothills, is sandy, 
and the wafer, percolating the sands 
down to hard pan, spreads out on each 
side so that it may always be found 
anywhere in the vailey by digging down 
to the level of the river’s surface. 
For 
the greater part of the year the river 
above ground flows swift and muddy, 
narrowing as it swirls round a sand bar 
and widening over shallows. 
But the 
thing that strik es the stranger most 
q ueerly is its disap]M*arance altogether 
for reaches, many miles in length, of 
its channel, which, except, it may 
Ik*, 
for a w ater hole here and then*, is as 
dry as Sahara. 
The river is k eeping 
right along about its business, however, 
and where a roek reef or clay bed block s 
its subterranean current it emerges to 
the surface and tak es afresh start above 
ground, running as a big stream which, 
farther down, may lose itself in the 
sands again. 
“ It is when the floods come down 
that the Rio Grande shows why it re­ 
q uires so big a channel for its all the 
year round use and demonstrates that 
if the waterway were even wider it 
would be an advantage to residents 
along its bank s. It is fed by a watershed 
of vast area 
¡ml steep descent, which 
in times of rn n and melting snows pre 
cipitat *s the waters rapidly Tito the 
channel. In J me, when the sn 
<\v melts 
on the peak s about its headwaters in 
Colorado and northern New Mexico, and 
later in the summer, when heavy show­ 
ers and cloudbursts are* the order of the 
day, the Rio Grande overflows its bank s, 
deluging wide tracts of valley and some 
times carving a new channel for itself, 
changing its course for miles. 
Where 
the valley is unusually wide and sandy, 
as below Islet a and in the Merilla val­ 
ley, the old channels in which the river 
used to flow are plainly indicated in the 
landscape. 
“ No one who has seen the great river 
in flood is lik ely to forgot the positive 
ferocity it seems to display as its waters 
sweep all before them, and woe to the 
man or beast who is overtak en by them! 
Tin* AixkI arrives w ithout warning. The 
sk y m aybe clear above when the travel­ 
er, leisurely jogging across th** wide 
channel, hears his wagon wheels grate 
upon the sand w ith ap» *culiar sound. It 
means that the waters are* stirring the 
sands beneath 
him, and then, if he 
k nows the river, he lashes his horse, 
mak ing at all speed for the nearest 
bank , and luck y he is if he reaches it 
safe. The chances are that 1 m fore lie gets 
there he hears the roaring of waters up 
tin* channel andsoes them coming down 
toward him w ith a front lik e a wall, 
rolling forward and downward as if 
river a fall, w ith a rising flood behind. 
Many a m an and whole wagon trains 
have been overwhelmed in this way, 
and, buried in sands or cast away on 
desert bank s, no human eye has ever 
seen them again. 
“ The great river has its pleasing and 
romantic asjiect, sn fascinating that if is 
a saying among jieople who live in its 
valley that ‘whosoever drink s of its w a­ 
ters and depart sw ill come again to seek 
them ,’ 
Lik e the Nile, the Rio Grande 
enriches the soil of its valley to the 
point of inexhaustible fertility. 
Along 
its bank s in New Mexico are* fields that 
for two centuries have been cultivated 
yearly, yielding great crops, and they 
are as productive today as when they 
first were* tilled. Irrigating canals, call­ 
ed aceq uias madras (mother ditches), 
convey water from the river to Ik* dis­ 
tributed through little gates to the fields 
of the valley, which it both waters and 
enriches. A trip along the river reveals 
a succession of picture*« of a primitive 
civilization of theold Spanish American 
type. 
Adobe villages, w ith small, flat 
roofed 
houses 
built 
atiout 
antiq ue 
churches, and the spacious houses of the 
vicos, or great men; orchards, vineyards, 
wheat fields and grazing cattle are all 
features of the scenery of the Rio 
'G rande, the American N ile.” —New 
Y’ork Sun.

Tile branch of the gulf stream 
which pushes it* way into the Arctic 
ocean has sufficient force left when it is 
reflected by the frozen northern bound­ 
ary of that st v to send an icy current 
down along the Labrador coast. 
P rac­ 
tically all tin* bergs that break loose 
from tin* ice sheathed shores of Green­ 
land are borne southward by this cur 
rent. 
One morning, when I went upon 
deck , I counted no less than 125 huge 
ones.
